CONGRESS WILL DECISIVELY ENDORSE THE PRESIDENT'S use-force-—if-—necessary 
warning against Communist aggression in the Middle East. There will be 
full hearings, debate and perhaps some delay. But a substantial vote 
for the President's resolution in Senate and House is assured. 

HERE ARE THE THREE REASONS WHICH LED THE PRESIDENT TO ACT: (1) Russia 





has long coveted control of this area and the Kremlin needs a foreign- 
policy victory to distract attention from Hungary and Poland; (2) 
Soviet domination of the oil resources would bring all Western Europe 
to its knees economically; (3) Britain hasn't strength to shield the 
Middle East any more than it had to shield Greece and Turkey in 1947. 
SENATE DEMOCRATIC LEADERS WILL STALL——BUT GO ALONG. They want to show 
that the Administration is acting tardily and is partly to blame for 
the situation by suggesting during the campaign that all was well. 
Adlai Stevenson and former President Truman are pressing this line. 
BUT CRITICAL DEMOCRATS CAN'T AFFORD TO VOTE AGAINST the President's 
Middle East plan. Reason: They have no alternative policy to counter 
Kremlin threats. Any substantial vote against the President's resolu- 
tion would be an open invitation for the Kremlin to attack--and would 
be disastrous politically. 
















WILL THE WARNING PREVENT RED SUBVERSION in the Mid-East? There's no 
assurance it will. But the Administration is convinced: (1) That a 
guarantee against open aggression will hearten the Mid-East's will to 
resist subversion; (2) that the Soviet Union couldn't long maintain a 
satellite regime with which it does not have geographic contact and 
whose people, like the Moslems, are religiously anti-Communist 


THIS ARGUMENT HAS THREE EXAMPLES TO SUPPORT IT: The pro-Soviet Guate- 









malan government which was overthrown from within. The Tito Yugoslav 
regime which threw off the Russian yoke. Little Albania which is held 
within the Soviet empire by the most tenuous strings. 


THE KREMLIN IS IN TROUBLE, SERIOUS TROUBLE. That is the unanimous judg- 
ment of U.S. experts on Soviet affairs. They don't foresee an early 
downfall of the dictatorship because it holds most of the tools of 
internal repression in its hands. But they believe--and here Secretary 
Dulles and former U.S. Ambassador to Moscow George Kennan are in 
agreement——that we are seeing the start of what later may be called 
"The Decade of Deterioration" for the Kremlin. 


THE SOVIET'S NEWLY EXPOSED WEAKNESSES ARE THESE: It admits that it is 
in trouble economically, has to cut back projected capital expansion. 
The Polish revolt exacted much independence from Moscow, will get 

more. The Hungarians can never again be trusted——and the end is not 
yet. Tito is seizing the leadership of the Eastern European Com- 
munists. The Communist parties in Western Europe are torn with strife. 


THIS LEAVES THE KREMLIN WOUNDED, militarily, economically and 
politically. The Eastern European satellites are now a military lia- 
bility. The Soviets have lost the equivalent of 100 divisions, 

counting both the Red Army troops needed to police the satellites and 
the satellite forces which were once considered trustwortitiy allies 


WASHINGTON WELCOMES THE APPOINTMENT OF HAROLD MACMILLAN to 
succeed Eden as British Prime Minister. An early Washington meeting 
between President Eisenhower and Macmillan is in the making They 

already know each other well. They were together during the African 
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invasion during World War II. Macmillan was British Foreign Minister 
during the Summit Conference at Geneva and impressed everyone with his 
ability. Sir Anthony Eden waited 30 years to be British Prime 
Minister and lasted only 21 months. 


NEHRU AND EISENHOWER AGREE FREE WORLD FACES A GREAT OPPORTUNITY — 
and a great danger. The opportunity: to stabilize peace in the 
Middle East and to keep the forces of freedom, as in Hungary and 
Poland, on the rise thanks to Moscow's mounting difficulties. The 
danger: that the Kremlin, now off balance, may recklessly risk war. 


VICE PRESIDENT NIXON CONTINUES TO RISE IN PRESTIGE AND INFLUENCE in 
the Eisenhower Administration. His foreign policy speech in New York 
helped rebuild the Western alliance. His trip to Austria and his 


subsequent report to the President pave the way for larger measures 
to aid the Hungarian refugees. 


EISENHOWER HAS A NEW INFLUENTIAL JOB IN MIND FOR NIXON. He is con- 
sidering making him chairman of the Operations Co-ordination Board 
which carries out all National Security Council decisions involving 


more than one Government agency. It is now chaired by the Under 
Secretary of State. 


REPUBLICAN LEADER WILLIAM F. KNOWLAND IS NOT QUITTING POLITICS. 
decision to retire from the Senate next year is to give himself a 
better chance for the Presidential nomination in 1960--or later. He'll 
probably run for Governor of California in 1958 and should have little 
difficulty defeating Republican Governor Goodwin Knight in the primary. 


WILL KNOWLAND AND NIXON FIGHT IT OUT FOR THE 1960 PRESIDENTIAL 
NOMINATION? Best answer is that Nixon will be hard to beat—-he is 
strong and getting stronger-——but Knowland intends to put on a sustained 
nation-wide campaign to test his chances. However, he will bow out if 
Nixon seems unbeatable. Knowland is looking well into the future. 


EISENHOWER'S HAND IS SOMEWHAT STRENGTHENED IN THE SENATE with 
Senator Saltonstall's choice to head the Republican Conference. The 
Massachusetts Senator succeeds the late Eugene Millikin of Colorado. 
Senator Dirksen of Illinois, the new Republican whip, though he has his 


roots among the Republican conservatives, gave valuable support to the 
White House last year.

Democratic control of Congress. It will not be easy for many Democrats 
to vote against a nearly 10,000,000 majority.

on ee wise—and kindly—president of a manufacturing 


concern in a Minnesota town told me this true story: 
“When Bill came to us right out of college we 
thought he was a real find. We were looking for lively new 
blood to understudy the head of our sales department who 
would retire in a few years. Bill was smart, ambitious, had 
a wonderful personality; and he’d deliberately chosen to 
affiliate with a small industry because he liked living in a 
country town. 

“Six months later Bill was going great guns. We gave 
him a good raise; and he married—a beautiful girl from 
Minneapolis he’d met at the university. They bought one 
of those new, modern homes at the edge of town quite a 
pretentious place for a man on his salary. 

“Then Bill’s work began to slip. The exuberance that 
had made us all like him began to disappear. He was trying 
as hard as ever——but he seemed tense; obviously he wasn’t 
concentrating on his work. He made a couple of bad errors. 

“T called him into my office one day. ‘Bill,’ I said, ‘any- 


thing troubling you? Is the job panning out as you had 


hoped?’ Yes, the job was fine; it was a good outfit. ... 
couldn't get a thing out of him. 

“My wife finally put me wise. I like to talk over such 
problems with her. ‘It’s that girl he married!’ she exploded. 
‘She doesn’t give him a minute’s peace. Expects him to wait 
on her hand and foot especially now that she’s pregnant. 
And, they say, she’s been complaining at bridge club about 
the hours Bill puts in at the office—and the “measly” salary 
he’s getting. . 

“Well, the sales head retires this year. His job is going 
to Joe, not Bill. Joe doesn’t have Bill’s originality and keen 
mind. But he’s conscientious, hard working, enthusiastic; 
and his wife is a gem. She'll give him the backing he needs 
to take on this new responsibility. 

“We won't fire Bill; but we can’t promote him,” he 
sighed. “Too bad, too, but there’s nothing I can do about it.” 

Bill’s case set me thinking. Surely such wives don’t 
knowingly wreck their husband’s careers. Maybe their self- 
ishness comes from ignorance... . 

So, in my travels throughout the country, I began ask- 
ing other bosses in large jobs and small, and enterprising 
young men themselves, to tell me: How can a wife help 
her husband get ahead in his work? 

Most of their answers—and I heard the same ones over 
and over—seemed to fall into five categories. I've boiled 
them down to five general rules. 


Up front is rule No. 1: Be frankly ambitious for your 


husband. 


But don’t misinterpret this statement. The ambition

mustn’t be for more money per se, or for social advance 
ment. “That kind of ambition just shakes a man’s self 
confidence—makes him think you're dissatisfied with him.” 

Rather, be ambitious for your husband to realize his 
full potentialities. The wife who urges that her husband 
settle for a 9-to-5 job so he'll “be with the family more” 
must make up her mind to a mediocre income, and chances 
are, a mediocre husband. No man is truly happy unless he 
is using his capacities to the fullest. So say all the per 
sonnel directors with whom I talked 

‘A fellow can’t get ahead without hard work, long 


hours,” according to these executives who know why one 
man makes progress and another stands still or slips behind. 

But being unrealistic about your husband’s talents can 
be as damaging to his career as is complacency, the presi 
dent of a public utility company in North Carolina brought 
that out 

“Let him do the thing he’s best at, and gets the most 
satisfaction from—not something you wish he'd do,” he said 

“One of our biggest problems is wives of linesmen who 
goad their husbands into asking for white collar jobs 
they think that a husband who works in coveralls hurt

She'll urge her husband to attend 
that weekly evening course for employes; she'll smooth the 
way for him to work at night. when necessary, at home or 
at the office. And—this, say heads of industry, is important 
she'll encourage him to take part in community doings

broaden a man’s thinking make him a more valuable 
employe. Incidentally, they increase his stature in the com 
munity, too, and add to his self-respect.” | heard that from 
many upper-echelon quarters

so much.” Instead, she'll join church groups, the PTA or 
social clubs—try to stretch her mind as she fills her time 
with worthwhile activities 

Naturally the wife who is really helping will put her

should put business cares behind him 
for a time, and concentrate on his home, 
wife and children. He should be glad 
to be home.” 

One thing sure; no man welcomes 
being greeted at the door with: “Thank 
goodness you're here! Now you take 
over!” There were no quibblers on 
that score. Wait awhile before telling 
him that George flunked his geometry 
and that the dog has just dug up the 
neighbor’s petunias again. 


The fourth most mentioned 
rule is rather surprising. Tactfully 
point out to your husband any faults 
which he can correct. 

That does not mean nagging, hus- 
bands hastened to emphasize. Nagging 
helps nobody. But constructive sugges- 


tion, given in the right way at the right 
time can be a real help. An up-and- 
coming young advertising man in Penn- 
sylvania gave this example from his 
own experience: 

“I have to do a lot of talking in 
my work—make presentations of ad- 
vertising programs to clients, for in- 
stance. . . . And I practice my talks 
on my wife. One day she said: ‘Dear, 
do you realize that you say ‘uhhh’ every 
few words?’ Well, I wasn’t aware of 
it—and I’ve corrected that bad habit.” 

A junior executive with a big manu- 
facturing firm told me this: “I’ve al- 
ways had a quick temper. .. . When I 
first went with this company, seemed 
as if my immediate superior did nothing 
but criticize. I was on the point of 
blowing up! I'd go home and gripe to 
my wife. Finally she said: ‘Well, you 
won't be under Mr. N. forever. Learn all 
you can from him—and meanwhile, 
take it.” When my promotion came 
through the manager told me he knew 
Mr. N. was difficult—but that I'd passed 
that test in personal relationships with 
flying colors. In fact, he’d been watch- 
ing to see whether I could.” 


A fifth precept for a wife who 
would help her husband succeed is:

Now your weather 
for years ahead 


With push-button machines, 
“the world’s No. 1 weather man” 
is making long-range forecasts 


with unheard-of dependability 


By Paunt FRIGGENS 


HIS PUSH-BUTTON methods revolutionize weather 
forecasting: Dr. Irving P. Krick of Denver, Colorado. 


"VE just seen the most daring weather forecasting of all 
| time—for months and even years ahead. 
I think I'll switch my vacation plans—June looks too 

cold and wet where I’m going. 

In the West, I see Los Angeles is due for a heat wave 
and smog conditions in late August and early September. 

For the East, experts are already spotting the individual 
hurricanes—“Audrey,” “Betsy” or whichever. This year 
they'll stick their necks out to predict not only when they'll 
hit, but the path each will take 

And for all U.S., these weathermen are working on the 
first five-year drought forecast in history—will it recede, 
spread or what? 

At Denver, Colo., Dr. Irving P. Krick—often called the 
world’s No. 1 weatherman and the expert who prepares yout 
Town JourRNAL and Farm JOURNAL weather pages—has just 


made the biggest breakthrough in forecasting in a century. 


Now Univac It’s push-button weather. For the first 
savs rain time anywhere, Dr. Krick is using me 
' chanical “brains’—the high-speed elec- 
tronic computer Univac—to predict with unheard-of de- 
pendability for a day or a month, or for the next ten years! 
Into the busy Krick headquarters—from hundreds of 
weather stations on three continents—-flood teletype data 
around the clock. These observations, plus every day’s 
weather over the Pacific Ocean and in North America since 
1899, are punched onto cards and fed into the lightning com- 
puter. The $1 million maze of tubes and grids—it took four 
years to “program” it for its job—makes thousands of differ 
ent and complex calculations and comes up with your 
weather in a jiffy. 

Dr. Krick reached for a sheaf of the punched cards. “It 
would take us three months by ordinary computing to work 
the same weather problem that Univae solves in a few see 
onds, Moreover, it has provided the most accurate and de- 
pendable forecasting yet.” 

The new push-button weather is the fruit of 25 years’ re 
search and development. It started with Krick as a youthful 
and enterprising professor of meteorology at the California 


Institute of Technology. The methods now adapted to Univac 
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were battle-tested in World War II, and Krick has used them 
successfully in commercial forecasting for farmers, industry, 
the airlines, power companies and scores of other clients in 
the U.S. and abroad. 

Like all electronic “brains,” the success of Krick’s com- 
puter depends on the methods adapted to it and on using 
accurate data. Nor has the “brain” done away with the 
weatherman, Dr. Krick explains. “We need his formulation 
of complex equations to feed into Univac and we need his 


expert interpretation of solutions coming out.” 


Machines hit How accurate is push-button weath 
it on schedule er? Well, at Thanksgiving time, 

heavy snows paralyzed the eastern 
Great Lakes and some of the states declared emergencies 
Three months earlier—on Aug. 8—Krick’s machines pre 
dicted the record-breaking storm almost to the day. Again on 
Nov. 5, the Denver weatherman alone gave a storm warning on 
his regular “Krick-cast” over Cleveland radio station WGAR 

On Oct. 25, Krick made his nation-wide Christmas holi 
days forecast. He says he hit it in 44 out of 48 states 

Last year, Krick machines accurately forecast the storms 
of the hurricane season. On Sept. 23, for example, “Flossie” 
struck the Gulf Coast. “Flossie” was predicted in Denver on 
May 15. Krick “busted” on only one hurricane forecast all 
season. 

Similarly, on June 7, Krick warned the Midwest and East 
Coast of unseasonable September cold. He hit it on schedule 

But one large-scale test topped them all. In July 1955 
the Krick staff predicted the basic weather pattern for the 
entire United States for July a year later. The Krick people 
claim that after all information on weather conditions in 
North America was gathered and analyzed, the year-old fore 
cast was almost 100% accurate. 

“Thus for the first time,” declares the famed weather 
expert, “we have developed a method which will forecast for 
one year or ten, with more dependability than customary 
methods will do for the next 24 hours.” 

It’s important news to industry, farmers, Government 
everybody. About the time you read this, Krick’s Univac 
machine will be coming up with the earliest hurricane fore 
cast in weather history. 

Next April, Krick will make the first five-year drought 


forecast—a look ahead vital to the farm belt, water planners 


and the whole economy. 


The weather What is the Denver weatherman’s 8e- 


repeats itself cret? How can he do it? Simply put 
weather repeats itself. Krick explains 
that the atmosphere is made up of great wave-like movements 
similar to the waves and tides of the ocean, and likewise pre 
dictable. 

Curiously, baseball had something to do with verifying 
these wave movements. 

“Back in the 1930s,” Krick relates, some Midwest ball 
clubs asked us at Cal Tech whether it would pay to insure 


against rained-out games. Four and a half years’ research 
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showed us that these wave systems seemed to aflect weather 
and frequently triggered a Midwest storm every six or seven 
days.” 

Subsequently other rese irchers advanced the wave theo 
ry. They showed these wave-like perturbations or disturbances 
travel around the earth from west to east in rhythmic pat 
terns and obey natural laws. Says Krick: “No doubt these 
wave systems-——reflected in the planetary winds——were set in 
motion millions of vears ago. And since they are like the 
tides—although much more complex—-we reasoned why not 


also predictable? In short, if vou know past weather behavior 


you can tell what it will be.”

ALL AROUND THE EARTH are moving or stationary 
high or low pressure areas mammoth “hills” or “‘val- 
leys’’ of air.

The rewards are many today for the disciplined listener. As 
Wilson Mizner once remarked, “A good listenet

“Problem listening,” of course, amounts to only a fraction 
of the total listening that we are called upon to do, but the under- 
lying principles apply to any attempt to communicate with our 
fellow human beings, even the run-of-the-mill conversations 


which we all experience every day. 


In this frantic age we need the good listener as never 
before. Industry is beginning to appreciate the value of en- 
lightened listening. Some factories now give their foremen 
special instruction in handling the grievances or complaints of 
the workers, mainly by listening patiently to them. Hotel chains, 
big department stores, all businesses dependent on customer 
relations are making the same discovery. Arthur Murray and 
his wife Kathryn, who have taught thousands of people to dance, 
take great pains to instruct their instructors in the art of putting 
embarrassed customers at ease. Until the beginner relaxes, they 
can't teach him much. And the best way to get him to relax, 
they have found, is to encourage him to talk about himself 

Listening, in other words, is more than just a considerate 
social act; it can be a source of knowledge, and it can be good 
business. It is also an art that can be learned and practiced by 
any of us. And you can learn to listen. Good listeners are made, 
not born. People whose occupations depend on listening-——minis-

Charles Philip Fox, a naturalist-photographer in 
Oconomowoc, Wi till finds the story interesting: and 
he isn't in his second childhood. Fox has been digging 
into the real story of the ground hog and other hiber 
nators—-the way they sleep through the winter anal he

The ground hog is one of very few animals that 
really hibernate (bears don't; they just hole up). Hi 
bernation isn’t just sleep; it's a deep coma in which 
certain animals hover at the very edge of death for 
weeks or months without food or water Their body 
temperature drops to a few degree thove free Finis the 
heart barely beat blood searcely flow breathing 
nearly stops; rigor mortis almost sets in 

The ground hog share this amazing trait with 
chipmunks and Midwestern gophers (ground squit 
rels). Naturalist Fox ha experimented with all three

first editions of the writings of C. F. Rafinesque—first Amer- 
ican botanist. The material was so rare that none had been 
offered at a book auction in ten years. The Library of 
Congress had 46 items in its Rafinesque collection; Fitz- 
patrick had 941! A single manuscript Glenn examined was 
worth $750 or more. Together, the pamphlets were worth 


a conservative $20,000. 


Excitement mounted in the book dealer. “I knew 
then,” he says, “that I was in the den of a collector—and 
not just an ordinary collector!” 

He moved to another room, where he unearthed 500 
volumes of Abraham Lincoln; included were an algebra 
textbook used by that President (worth $750 to $1,000) and 
an original printed copy of the Emancipation Proclamation, 
valued at $2,000, 

Swiftly he sorted through a stack of 1,000 volumes on 
fungi (some dating to the l6th Century) and found a dining 
table beneath them; the sagging table was supported by 
an automobile jack. There was a piano encased in volumes 
on the Missouri River. Beds were dug out from under the 
story of the American Indian and the history of religion in 
America. 

At this point, Frank Glenn, who had combed dusty at- 
tics and cellars from Kansas City to Rangoon, realized that 
he had stumbled on the biggest bonanza of his career 


probably one of the biggest in rare-book histary. Yet there 
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far more, to come. As he wandered dazedly into 
another room his hands felt numb. Later he found he had 
frozen several fingers, unnoticed. 

He found a large bathroom, from which the plumbing 
fixtures had been removed to make room for books.

“Two 
patrol cars put those brush fires out in 
a matter of minutes,” says Glencoe’s 
public safety director Art Pantle, who 
also serves as poli e chief. “Sure nice to 


have that extra fire protection when you 
mes 


need it! 

rhere’s no time for pinochle any- 
more in Glencoe. Firemen spend their 
stand-by duty time in the station at po- 
lice work that can be dropped the in- 
stant the fire gong sounds. 

When I visited Glencoe’s combined 
fire and police station, a fireman was re- 
pairing parking meters in an unused 


cell. They do everything from filing po- 


lice records to issuing bicycle licenses, 
he told me. During their hours on sta- 
tion duty, firemen also load ammuni- 
tion and take fingerprints. They’re 
trained to make arrests, frisk criminals 
and direct trafhe if necessary. 

All policemen and firemen have 


received $50 monthly raises since they 
learned to do two jobs—a cost more 
than justified by the greatly increased 
polic e and fire protection 

In Sunnyvale, Calif. (pop. 25,000) 
where manager Morris visited before 
setting up the Glencoe public safety 
department, there aren't any policemen 
or firemen as such. They’re all “public 
safety officers,” who wear the same uni 
forms and alternate their jobs. 

Oak Park, Lll., has public safety 
officers, too, all wearing the same uni 
form. 

“It doesn’t matter too much whether 
firemen can still wear their red suspend 
ers,” said Morris, who hasn't felt it 
necessary to merge Glencoe’s police and 
fire forces completely. “The main idea 
is to double your town’s protection by 
doubling each man’s ability to respond 
to emergencies.” 

Not everyone thinks combined po 
lice and fire departments are a good 
thing—though every town that has 
adopted the system is still glad it did 


Biggest objections come from the 
International Association of Fire Chiefs, 
whose leading spokesmen are big-city 
firefighters. 

“You can’t train a man to be both 
a fireman and a policeman,” one big 
city chief told me. “It’s like teaching 
a plumber to be a baker.” “Firemen be

HEN pretty, capable Inez Vin- 
Ween arrived at our Countryside 

Kitchens from her Louisiana 
home, she toted her best shrimp recipes, 
her own cookbooks—and some beautiful 
camellias. Right away she started cook- 
ing to prove to us how good protein- 
rich shrimp is in a big variety of dishes. 
She made Joe’s favorites (he’s her hus- 
band) and those of Tommy and Timmy, 
her two young sons; also favorites of 
other relatives and friends. 

Shrimp is an around-the-year food 
at the Vincents’ just as beef is in the 
Midwest. Inez keeps a supply in the 
freezer to use on quick notice, especially 
during months when shrimp fishing 
within the three-mile offshore limit is 
banned. 

Seasonings are of prime impor- 
tance to all excellent cooks along the 
Gulf of Mexico, and especially to those 
of French descent like Inez. (She was 
a LeBlanc—her ancestors were Acadi- 
ans—called Cajuns—-who came from 
Canada.) Inez blends the snappy sea- 
sonings favored in Creole cooking so 
that they don’t hide the delicate flavor 
of pink-tinged shrimp. You'll note, too, 
that she often pairs hot shrimp dishes 
with fluffy cooked rice. 

Here are eight wonderful dishes 
Inez fixed with frozen shrimp in our 
Countryside Kitchens.

chandise or other business opportuni 
ties. 


But what if you lose your job 
or get into other financial trouble while 
you're still paying on the mortgage? 
Don’t expect the sheriff at your door if 
you miss one payment. State laws now 
make foreclosure difficult. Besides it 
costs the lender good will, plus money 
in attorneys’ fees and court costs 

George Kunze of the First National 
Bank of Arizona told me: “Even during 
the depression | initiated only one fore- 
closure out of nearly $7 million in 
loans outstanding And that fellow 
wouldn't answer our letters or notices 
and refused to keep up his insurance 
and taxes.” 

Best procedure, when you can’t 
meet payments, is to take your problems 
promptly to the lending institution. 
The lender may refinance your loan to 
reduce the monthly payments. Or he 
may permit you to pay only interest for 
awhile or make up missed payments 
through slightly larger monthly install- 
ments. There are many ways to work 
it out short of foreclosure—a procedure 
to be avoided at all costs because it 
ruins your credit standing. 


How do you go about selling a 
house complete with a mortgage? More 
and more people are doing this, banks 
say, now that credit is so tight. And 
it’s relatively simple. You provide in 
the sales contiact for the buyer to take 
over your payments 

Of course you'll want to take cer 
tain precautions. Get a credit report 
on the buyer. Remember, if he defaults 
on his payments, and the lender fore 
closes, you could still be held account 
able for any loss the lender suffers. 
That seldom happens, banks say, but 
bear it in mind. To protect yourself, 
have a lawyer check the transaction. 

If you have paid off a good part of 
your loan, you may need to take a 
second trust from a cash-short buyer 
in lieu of part of the cash down pay- 
ment.

The strange, age-old phenomenon of hypnosis 
is growing in importance as a tool of medicine 
and dentistry. Here are the facts about 

its value—and the fears about its misuse

Doctors 
had tried every possible drug; all had 
failed. Finally the girl was hypnotized 
and told that the interval between

er. After a day she was coughing only 
once an hour; on the third day she 
stopped completely. She left the hospi- 
tal soon afterward, cured

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But, coatrary to popular reports, hyp- 
nosis has not been effective in curing 
alcoholism or in getting heavy smokers 
to cut down. 


It is also important to realize the 
inherent dangers of hypnosis. For ex 
ample, a trance can trigger severe psy 
chotic reactions in people with deep 
seated mental difficulties. In certain 
others it can set up an unhealthy de 
pendence upon the hypnotist 

Furthermore, hypnosis has one 
great limitation as a treatment: it cures 
only symptoms, leaving underlying 
causes untouched—often to seek other 
more dangerous outlets. To illustrate 
one man who was cured of a skin rash 
promptly developed an acute psychosis 
requiring mental treatment. 

Additionally, in unskilled hands 
hypnosis may, by relieving the warning 
pain of serious illness, delay proper 
diagnosis. There is more than one case 
on record of patients being relieved of 
chronic headaches by hypnosis only to 
learn—too late-—-that the headaches 
were caused by brain tumors 


But the greatest threat is the 
amateur hypnotist. Not only unaware of 
its psychological perils, he often cannot 
fully control the trance state 

To cite a single case, not long ago 
a stage hypnotist put on a show in a 
Midwestern town. Among the volunteer 
subjects was the town’s dignified mayor 
Under hypnosis, he got down on his 
hands and knees and barked like a dog 
Everyone had a laugh, the show ended 
and the hypnotist moved on to his next 
engagement 

But two weeks later, as he was 
walking down Main Street, the mayor 
suddenly got down on all fours and 
started to bark! The stage hypnotist 
had not bothered to erase the sugge 
tion he had planted in the mayor's 
mind 

An additional consideration is that 
once a person ha been made to do 
something foolish under hypnosi he 
yenerally reacts with a mental block 
and cannot again be hypnotized. Vhere 
fore hypnotic stunts could immunize 
you to an important medical and dental 
benefit 


What, then, should be your atti 
tude toward hypnosis? The answer i 
simple. When a qualified doctor, den 
tist or psychologist recommends hypno 
sis, accept it; he is making available to 
you one ot cience s most powerful 
weapons against pain and illness. But 
under no circumstances allow an ama 
teur to hypnotize you 

Dr. M. Ralph Kaufman of New 
York neatly summarized the value of 
hypnosis. In an address to his fellow 
doctors, he compared hypnosis to a 
medical license to prescribe morphine 
“If we use it selectively,” he said, “it is 
excellent. But when we do not use it 
discriminately it becomes potentially

To be sure of quality work, be 
prepared to pay a fair price for hand 
skills; and also see the craft work dis- 
played at state museums in Santa Fe 
and Flagstaff.

brown or white veining on turquoise,

and even design in pottery. Woven goods 
should be tight but soft to the touch, 
smooth in texture and design; if the ends 
of a rug curl, pick another. 


Handeraft designs, dances, 
myths, everything the Indian creates re- 
flects his deep reverence for life, his de- 
light in the simple life many of us 
“more civilized” whites have foolishly 
discarded. Take the Hopi belief that 
animals, birds, insects and plants are 
only masquerading in these forms, that 
they live on other worlds in human 
form. So when a Hopi is hunting, for 
instance, he leaves a prayer stick, pahos, 
for the animal people. He asks forgive- 
ness for taking their earthly life—which 
they then give up willingly, he believes, 
in recognition of his great need! Even 
when looking for a certain plant, the 
Hopi places a prayer stick by the first 
one he finds, then continues until he 
These, forewarned by the 
first plant, are ready to be gathered! 

Such are the simple, good, warm 
people you can get to know on your 
next trip to the Southwest if you'll 
get off the main highways, to find the 
real Indian, and learn from him the 
awe the Navajos put into their majestic 
Night Chant: “With beauty all around 
me, I walk.”

TIP FOR MEN: Buying a fall-winter suit now for next year makes sense in many 
areas. You'll beat a coming price rise of up to $3.50 per suit, and 
take advantage of the best sale prices since 1955-—the result of in- 
ventories built up during the unseasonable weather last fall and early 
winter. Don't worry about today's suits going out of style; experts 
say that "Ivy League" models with natural shoulders, three buttons and 
narrow lapels will continue popular. So will flat top hats. 


WINTER CHROME CARE: Wash your car's exterior chrome every two or three 
weeks in winter--that's advice from William J. Buxton, Oldsmobile's 
general service manager. Even chrome on the newest cars, he says, will 
pit or rust if splashed by'salt (now used by towns to melt snow). You 
can protect chrome between washings with a coating of ordinary motor 


oil or paste wax. Wipe off any excess so coating won't look unsightly 
or rub off on clothes. 


THE EDSEL: This entirely new Ford Motor Co. car, to be priced between Mercury 
and Lincoln, will appear early next fall-—not in June as many expected. 
Insiders who have seen prototype models say the design, though dis- 
tinct, has a family resemblance to the company's other cars, is more 
like Lincoln than Mercury.

NEW SERVICE: Within 30 days, nearly 6,000 towns served by Greyhound buses 
will be able to ship packages by air freight--an arrangement wherein a 
bus whisks your package to the nearest airport, and another bus de- 
livers it from the plane to its destination. Maximum size package: 
24x24x45 inches, maximum weight: 100 pounds. Cost: less than air 
express on heavier packages. You can ship prepaid, collect and COD. 


FOOD BARGAINS: Watch for good buys this month on prunes, canned plums, 
canned sweet corn. Beef, broilers and fryers, ocean perch and filets 
are abundant, should be reasonable in price.

Thomas Jefferson Fitzpatrick 
was born in a log cabin on a farm near 
Centerville, lowa, and claimed both In- 
dian blood and descent from the third 
President of the United States. 

His wife, Mary Frances Linder, had 
been gently reared, of Austrian decent. 
She was graduated from the University 
of lowa in 1886, did graduate work at 
Bonn University in and re- 
turned to teach at the University of lowa 
where she met Fitzpatrick. They were 
married in 1896 and had two children, 
a daughter who died in 1935 and a son 
now living in the East. 

Fitzpatrick began to save and ap- 
preciate books while a university stu- 
dent, according to his widow. He began 
serious collecting when he found him- 
self with two copies of the same book 
and sought a market for the second. 
Once a friend asked why he had bought 
a $300 set of books; he replied that he 
had no

business ability and his only 
hope of building an estate was through 
his knowledge of books and their value. 

Fitzpatrick collected lowana for the 
Iowa Historical 
himself; his overflowed 
the Linder lowa City. He be- 
came interested in Mormon books and 
documents while teaching at Graceland 
College at Lamoni, lowa, headquarters 
of the Reorganized Church. 

When he transferred to the Univer- 
sity of Nebraska in 1913, he 
his interest in lowa material, and added 
other subjects.
